It finally 
disappeared into the Atlantic ocean at 
Savannah, after causing serious damage 
in Chatham county. 

It is impossible to estimate the prop- 
@e:ty losses. Savannah alone _ reports 
nearly $100,000. That, however, is smal] 
compared to the devastation in the other 
cities.

SIX PERSONS KILLED 
IN CYCLONE AT ALBANY 

Albany, Ga., May |.—(Special.)—Four 
distinct tOrnadoes passed through the 
section to the south of Albany between 
midnight last night and 4 o'clock this 
morning. At least three of them 
claimed toll in human lives and all 
were enormously destructive of prop- 
erty. Six are known to be dead in this 
county and reports from all the storm- 
swept districts have not yet been re- 
ceived. 

A tornado which passed from west to 
east five miles below Albany a few min- 
utes after midnight destroyvea about fif- 
teen houses on the plantation of David 
Brown and R. H. Warren, _ killing 
Manue] Toson and his child and a 
young child of William Jackson. 

Crossing Flint river, the tornado 
struck the plantatfon of DeBarry 
brothers. demolishing severa] buildings 
and killing Mary Cheatham and her 
#on. 

A negro woman. whése name has not 
been learned, was also killed on the 
Dunn plantation at 4 o’clock this 
morning. A storm whieh was moving 
in a northeasterly direction passed 
just to the south of Milford, in Baker 
county. Its track was half a mile 
wide, and complete desoletion extends 
for several miles. | 

Stock was killed, bulldings demolfsh- 
ed and crops practically obliterated, 
but no fatalities are reported. Heavy 
hail accompanied most of fhe blows. 

At Meigs the property damage is be- 
tween $30,000 and $40,000. The plant 
of Standard Fertilizer Company is dam- 
aged to the extent of $8,000, and many 
stores are unroofed. Several dwelling 
houses were demolished. 

A. C. Fuller and his family came 
forth from the ruins of their home 
without injury, but the 15-vear-old 
daughter of Mrs. Tabitha Allen was 
killed when their home was: struck. 
Many negro families in this county are 
destitute, and a subscription list for 
their relief has been opened here. 

‘The fourth tornado swept over the 
upper edge of Baker county on the 
Tarver ‘place, one of the old ante-bel- 
lum plantations of this section.. About 
twenty cabins were demolished, and

noted sanitary expert of Chicago. 

The key-note of the address was: 
‘No city can be prosperous without 


-health.” 

If his words could have been heard 
by fifty thousand people of Atlanta, 
there~would not have been a man 
within the sound of his- voice who 
would not have gone forth an ardent 
champion of the bond issue for a new 
sewer system. 

Dr. Evans is not only a man well ex- 
perienced in sanitary affairs, but he is 
a gifted speaker. He not only knows 
well the subject he has in hand, but 
he also knows how to give the people 
the benefit of his knowledge. 

Dr. Evans’ talk was a sermon, and 
the doctrine preached was “good 
health.” He did not speak in any 
empty platitudes. but adduced his 
reasoning down to dollars and cents, 
and showed that it “paid to be 
healthy’—that it pald a community as 
well as an individual. 

Some of his figures, given when 
makivg comparisons between Chicago 
and Atlanta, were startling, and made 
a most profound impression. 

A Representative Audience. 

The council chamber was well filled, 
several ladies being present. Among 
those who heard Dr. Evans and took 
a deep interest in what he had to say 
were Dr. E. E. Murphy, president of 
the board of health of Augusta, and 
Dr J. C. Bloomfield, president of the 
board of health of Athens, Ga. 

In the audience were members of the 
general council, the board of health, 
the charter revision committee, the 
bond commission and the chamber of 
commerce. 

Mayor Maddox introduced Dr. Evans. 
He said: 

‘The people of Atlanta are, indeed, 
fortunate to have so noted a sanitary. 
expert as Dr. Evans to speak on mat- 
ters of health. Dr Evang comes from 
Chicago, where he has held the high 
office of health commissioner under 
both democratic and repuwbiican rule. 
His services were regarded as too 
valuable to be subjected to politics. The 
good work he has done his city is 
shown by the reduced mortality in Chi- 
cago. That work hag astonished the 
whole country.” 

Dr. Evaras Speaks. 

“Dr. Evans was received with great 
applause. He began by saying that, 
while his present home was in Chicago, 
his birthplace was in Mississippi, and 
iris grandfather and father were native

12 MEN KILLED 
AND {UO WOUNDED 


Policemen and Workmen 
Clash at Buenos Ayres. 


It Is Alleged That Anarchists 
Took Advantage of May 
Day to Attack the Police, 
and a Bloody Conflict Fol- 


lowed. 


Buenos Ayres, May !.—The May-day 
celebrations organized by the various 
workmen’s. unions. resulted in serious 
demonstrations today, and an engage- 
ment between the rioters and police itn 
which fiVe men were killed outright 
and a large number wounded. 

According to official? statements, a 
group of anarchists fire don the police, 
wounding five of the officers. The po- 
lice charged their assailants with 
drawn sabers and _ refotvers. . They 
fired into the mob and struck right and 
left with their sabers. Five of the 
rioters were killed, twelve were geri- 
ously wounded,. while more than a 
score escaped with lesser !{njfuries. 

The police succeeded in disversing 
the mob with consderable difficulty. 
Later a large crowd gathered before 
the hospital to which the wounded had 
been taken, and advanced on it in a 
threatening manner, demanding that 
tre wounded me nshould be handed 
over to their friends, but the police 
charged the magai nand droveethem 
into the side streets.

The conflict between the police and 
the manifestants was provoked by an 
anarchist, who killed the horse of one

Mo., May !.—Another de- 
velopment -in.the strangest insurance 
case in the ‘history Of the courts was 
revealed today when attorneys for the 
New York Life Insurance Company filed 
in the United States circuit court, in St. 
Louis, the deposition of a convict in the 
Auburn, N: Y., prison. The convict, An- 
drew J. White, declares he is George A. 
Kimmel, cashier of the Farmers’ State 
bank, of Arkangas City, Kan., who dis- 
appeared more than ten years ago. 

The witness graphically tells a story 
of being drugged and Imprisoned in an 
Olive street rooming house in St. Louls 
for three weeks. 

The eonvict's identity as Kimmel is 
dented by Kimmel’s relatives, who are 
suing for insurance on his life. 

Already Declared Dead. 

Kimmel has already been declared 
dead by the St. Louis court, but the 
United States circuit court of appeals 
has declared the evidence insufficient, 
and the judgment against the insurance 
company was reversed. The case is fo 
be tried anew in St: Louls. 

Shortly after insuring his life for 
$25,009 In 1898, in favor of his sister, 
Mrs. FBi€na K. Bonslett, Kimmel disap- 
peared from. Kansas City.» Detectives 
followed him to Kansas City, but no 
further trace’ of'him was found § wuntll 
White, an inm of a New .York asy- 
lum for the crimlffal insane, three years 
ago, declared himself to be Kimmel, He 
was later pronounced sane and trans- 
ferred to Auburn. - Kimmel’s deposition 
consists of 700 typewritten pages, 
throughout which he endeavors to iden- 
tify himself as Kimmel. 

Drugged and Kept Prisoner. 

His explanation of his disappearance ts 
that a relative was implicated in the 
embezsiement of .$100,000 from _ the 
Pacific Express Company, and that he 
had damaging evidence againet him, He 
deciared the relative and others catsed 
him to be drugged and kept a prisoner 
in St. Louls.

NEGRO IS LYNCHED 


Mob Took Negro to New 


Courthouse. 


And Hanged Him to Scaffold- 
ing — Negro Dragged Popu- 
lar Girl Into Barn and Kept 
Her Prisoner for Hours. 


Tyler, Tex., May 1-—A mob broke 
into the jail here today, secured Jim 
Hodges, a negro, charged with assault- 
ing and seriously injuring Miss Win- 
nie Harman, near here last night, took 
him to the new courthouse, now un- 
der construction, and hanged him to 
some scaffolding. 

Miss Harman, who is 18 years of 
age, is a popular young lady and lives 
about 2 miles west of Tyler. Last 
night she was overpowered by Hodges 
and dragged into a barn. After be- 
ing absent from home for about two 
hours a search was started, and she 
was found in the barn three hours 
later by her brother. Her neck, arms 
and waist were badly bruised. 

The mob, which was composed of 
about one thousand persons, com- 
menced to form early in the day. 

About noon the mob battered down 
the doors of the jail and secured the 
negro. The governor, had been wired 
for troops, but the work of the mob 
was accomplished so quickly that there 


was no time for the militia to reach 


the scene.

‘DOUBT LEGALITY 
UF INDICTMENTS 


New Developments in Ex- 
change Bank Cases. 


Attorneys for President Caba- 
niss and Clerk Bannon, of 
Defunct Macon Bank, Claim 
That Indictments Against 
Them Are Illegal. 


Brown House, Macon, Ga., 
(Special.)\—During the last 
torneys representing officials of the 
Stranded Exchange bank have been 
quietly working gen information which 
‘they claim will completely upset the 
legality of the indictments which were 
found last year against President J. 
W. Cabaniss, C. P. Bannon and others. 

The information comes from the of- 
fice of one of the firms representing 
the defendants, and while ‘the closest 
secrecy has been observed, 
denied today that the indictmenis 
would be attacked. It was admitted 
the indictments are tobeattacked on 
the grounds that several members of 
the grand jury serving inthe case 
were either creditors of the bank or 
were contributors to the fund that was 
raised to secure funds with which to 
prosecute the officials, 

Solicitor Genera! Walter ~ 
knows of the intended action, 
has taken the precaution to 
the grand jury for May 10, 
which time the cases against 
bank officials are set down for hear- 
ing. Although he has held secret every 
mé&tter of information that has arisen 
in the short time, it is known that he 
has been unusually active in running 
the charges to earth so that he will be 
prepared to make the fight against the 
defendants’ counsel in their claims. If 
he loses, the only thing he can do Is to 
have the grand jury he has ordered 
back purged and sent to working out 
the indictments anew. Although the 
state will be required to go all over 
the volumes of evidence again, even in 
the new indictments, this action wiil 
be taken with vigilance by the new s0- 
licitor general. Attorney Thomas Fel- 
der nas been retained for the assist- 
ance in the future hearings.

In 1899, 
in the preface to his “Riddle of the 
Tniverse.”” he bade good-bye to his many 
readers throughout the civilized world. 
But that “last performance’ provéd also 
to be the “last but one,’ being followed 
five years later by the “Wonders of 
Life.” and some shorter works. 

As a matter of fact, for Professor 
Fiaeckel, like the artist he is, work is 
pieasure. Hus his retirement at the 
beginning of April from the professor- 
ship at Jena, which he has held for 43 
years, will only mark a change in the 
form of his activity and not a cessation 
of his labors. 

Toe Write History of Biology. 

He proposes to devote his “leisure” 

Writing a history of biology. It is 
not yet certain whether this work will 
be confined to the progress made in 
that branch of science, during the last 
century in which it was completely 
transformed. or whether it will cover 
the whole story from its tentative be- 
ginnings in antiquity. One thing, how- 
ever, is quite clear; it will be a work of 
exceptional interest and value, in which 
wil} be given to the world for the first 
time a mass of correspondence between 
Darwin and alicthe great biologists of 
the age and the author. It will thus 
eonstitue a resume of al! their achieve- 
ments, as well as of the author’s own 
work, during the most important period 
fn the development of that science. 
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| science—it is an enthusiastic and elo- 
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niversary of the inauguration of George 
While the preparation of this book will 
unquestionably constitute the most im- 
portant part of his new task, Professor 
Haeckel, in concert with his distinguish- 
ed pupil and successor, Professor Lud- 
wig Plate, of Berlin, will complete the 
organization of his Phyletic Museum at 
Jena.

Such excursions and long walksin the 
fields, botanizing and ‘“naturalizing,”’ 
are his sole hobby, his recreation 
consisting exclusively in a change of 
occupation. 


Most Human of Philosophers. 


It would be an utter mistake, how- 
éver, to regard this ‘‘child of the nine- 
teenth century,” as Professor Haeck- 
al has described himself, as a blood- 
less Dryasdust or mere intellectual 
machine. He is, on the contrary, one 
of the most human—‘al! too human” 
—Of philosophers. A hard fighter, 
he bears no ill-feeling, as was shown 
by his generous appreciation of Ru- 
dolph Virchow, one of his teachers 
who afterwards became a bitter and 
powerful opponent. Indeed, a touch- 
ing characteristic of this nestor of 
living biologists, who might vefty well 
be spoiled by popular adulation and 
world-wide fame, is the modesty with 
which he attributes his success, first

powers. As a young “Privatdocent,” or 
university lecturer, he won a prize at a 
meeting of German athletes for a six- 
meter long jump, and in his seventy- 
year he could be seen with a 
Knapsack on his back making a tour on 
foot through the-Harz mountains.  be- 
loved of Heine. 


Haeckal possesses an invincible g00d 
nature, which the attaeks of a whole 
lifetime spent in intellectual strife have 
not been able to sour, an engaging sim- 
plicity and lack of all self-conscious- 
ness and a keen sense of humor. The 
goodness which is such a striking fea- 
tuye of his nature, as well as of his 
idédal, is shown not only in his grati- 
tude and attachment to relatives and 
friends, but in his sympathy for the less 
fortunate of his fellows. This was evi-

In dedicating his “Travels in India” | 
to his mother, he says: ‘It was you 
who from my earliest childhood cherish-' 
ed and developed in me a sense of the} 
infinite beauties of nature. At an rly | 
hour you impressed upon the growing 
boy the value of time and the happiness 
of work. You have followed my many 
changing movements with all the tire- 
legs thought and care that can enly be 
expressed in the words, ‘Mother's love.’ ”’ 


His Warmth of Affection. 

His warmth of affection is evident in 
the gratitude which he has constantly 
manifested for the princely house of 
Saxe-Welmar, which afforded him a 
secure refuge at the Jena university 
during a period of storm and stress 
when the clerical and other defenders, 
of the old school strained every nerve 
to silence the most eloquent German ad- 
Vocate of the theory of evolution. One

Alexander of Haeckel’s lectures and

Several vears ago, when Haeckel had 
come to Berlin to deliver some lectures, 
hig friend, Herr Magnussen, the sculp- 
tor, hinted that the occasion called for 
a new suit of clothes, a suggestion to 
which the astonished professor at first 
offered a vigorous resistance. His 


persuading him that the sacrifice was 
due to Berlin and to his respect for 
science. The professor, convinced 
against his will, yielded the point and— 
bought a ready-made suit at a shop 
that supplied the poorer classes! When 
visiting his favorite aunt, Fraulein 
Bertha Sethe, a dignified old maiden 
lady, the renowned savant contented 
himself with a bed in the poky little 
lumber room to which servants were 
consigned in Berlin up. to the recent 
police regulation providing that they 
should have a certain hygienic mini- 
mum of cubic inches. 


Grief for Loss of Wife. 


His deep family affection was mani- 
fested in his grief for the loss‘of his 
first wife after eighteen months of 
happy marriage. To escape from his 
sense of loss, he absorbed himself in 
the terrific task of writing his two- 
volume work on “General Morphology,” 
perhaps his greatest scientific achieve- 
ment, within a single year, during 
which time he allowed himself only 
three to four hours sleep per day. A 
second marriage followed several years 
later at the desire of Haeckel’s mother. 
This. has given the professor a e- 
ful home and three children, with the 
joy and consolation of family life. 

Some recent rumors about the poor 
state of Professor Haeckel’s health— 
owing to his heart trouble—are mp eed 
much exaggerated. He would have 
been glad to accept an invitation to 
the Cambridge celebration of the Dar- 
win oentenary—had he_ received it. 
None came, however, although a large 
number of such invitations have been 
sent to scientists who, to say the ‘least, 
are no’ more distinguished than him- 
oat, and to hundreds of scientific soci- 
eties. It is strongly suspected that 
clerical prejudice has had a large share 
in this extraordinary omission. It Is 
quite unjustifiable, for, whatever may

“SHOEOLOGY” IS THE HOBBY 


OF THIS FRENCH SCIENTIST 


!.—4Professor Jean De- 
gres, a profound man of science, has 
elaborated a new theory of character 
reading. He does not depend upon the 
stars or upon the lines of the hand, nor 
yet upon:the backs of the. hands, the 
bumps on the head or the contour of 
the features. He studies, of all things, 
the soles of your shoes, and in their 
condition discovers the secrets of your 
temperament, your habits of thought 
and lays bare your pet idilosyncracies. 

This newly evolved science is purely 
a hobby with Professor Degres. It is 
not ‘‘practiced” in the sense that palmis- 
try, astrology and clairvoyancy are. It 
has become a passion with this sober- 
minded scholar, and if he consents to 
“read your soles’ it is not for money, 
but to add te his immense mental store 
of “exhibits.” 

In personal appearance Professor 
Degres is anything but a visionary. His 
face shows years of deep thought and 
concentration. The bumps over the 
eyes, the expression of countenance, all 
indicate the thinker. 

“The study of a lifetime,” he said to 
me today when I found him out, “has 
taught me the true relationship existing 
between the soul of man and the sole 
of his shoe. To me, people are like an 
open book, everything about them is 
written as clearly in the condition of 
their footwear as though I] could pene- 
trate into their innermost minds. For 
instance, a@ man who wears the soles 
of his shoes near the toe, the heel and 
the other half showing no evidence of 
contact with the earth, is one to be 
suspicious of—an unfailing sign that the 
bearer is one who undertakes precarious 
and ynlawful engagements, and one 
who, if caught, would not hesitate tc 
use a weapon conceal his crime. 

“When the bafl of the sole is the first 
part to give way,’ continued the pro- 
fessor, ‘‘that person is invariably a plod- 
der, one who will do the drudgery of 
life slowly, methodically and uncom- 
Plainingly from morning until night. 
The Feasoning capacity in this individual 
will be limited. Where only the right 
side of the right shoe is worn it is im- 
mediately apparent that the possessor ig 
One who is often engaged in weighty 
matters; one who has to solve profound 
problems, like a lawyer, a scientist or a 
specialist. The constant turning over 
of the right foot produces this wear on 
one. side of the sole. 

‘Then there is the individual who 
walks with the heels somewhat close to- 
gether, the toes pointed out in opposite 
directions, walking with sort of a shuf- 
fling gait. Always distrust him. He is 
wary, keen and utterly unscrupulous. 
If a bargain is to be made he will sure- 
ly get the better of you. This type is 
often seen in the Hebrew race. The 
optimist is shown in the equal wear on 
both heel and toe, He springs, aa it 
were, happily and convincingly over the 
ground in such a manner as to first 
strike the heel, and then the tip of 
the sole.”’

COMMITTEE IS DIVIDED 


ON BUYING DONALD FRASER 


The town of Decatur is now being 
confronted with a question about her 
new public’ school, which is causing 
considerable interest to many of its 
citizens. 

At a called meeting of the city coun- 
cil of Decatur on last Thursday night, 
a committee of three was appointed to 
look into the advisability of purchasing 
the Donald Fraser schoo! and its three- 
acre lot for use as a public school in 
lieu of the proposed new school building 
for which $15,000 in bonds have been 
issued, and for which plans have been 
submitted and accepted. 

This committee is composed of J. F. 
Green, Thomas L. Cooper and M. I. 
Stone, and will make its report at the 
regular meeting of Decatur council, 


which will be held next Tuesday. 

Two of the members of this commit- 
tee are said to be opposed to the plan 
of purchasing the Donald Fraser school, 
while the other is heartily in favor 
of it. 

Donald Fraser school is owned by the 
Presbyterian synod of Georgia, and it is 
understood that the plan to sell the prop- 
erty is made for the purpose of rebuild- 
ing .another institution in Decatur af 
vicfnity. which will have enlarged faril- 
ities for education, and will rank with 
the best preparatory schools in the 
country. . 

Members of the investigating commit- 
tee stated that if the title to the land 
on which the present school building 
stands can be secured, the old school 
structure would be torn down and work

67 KILLED AND 78 INJURED 


BY STORM IN TENNESSEE 


Nashville, Tenn., May !.—The terrific 
storm which swept over Tennesséé 
from the mountains of East Tennessee 
to the Mississippi river in the west was 
in many respects the most terrific of 
years. The storm struck many s€C- 
tions with terrific force, leaving death 
and -devastation in its wake. The cas- 
ualties are not confined to any special 
locality, but are reported all along the 
entire route, 

The storm swept across the state in 
a southwesterly direction. The great- 
est loss of life was in Giles and Hick- 
man counties, of the middle division 
of the state, but fatalities are report- 
ed in many places in the western and 
eastern divisions. Everywhere the de- 
struction of property was fearful, 
houses and barns being lifted from 
their foundations and demolished, while 
great expanses of forest lands were 
devastated, trees being uprooted or 
twisted from their stumps. The list of 
dead and injured is, of course, incom- 
plete on account of the interruption of 
wire service, both telephone and tele- 
graph lines being down, cutting off 
from communication many places 
stricken by the storm.

BALLOON DROPS 
INTO Tht Sth 


Thrilling Escape of Two 
Aeronauts. 


- Young Woman Who Accom- 
panied Them Was Drowned. 
They Struggled for Hours to 
Keep Afloat—Rescued by a 
Passing Boat. 


Paris. May !.—(Spectal.)—a ithriling 
story ts told of the tragic fate which 
overtook a’ party of three balloonists 


Sunday morning. ‘In the balloon were 
two young lawyers, Messrs. Watteaux 
and Passion. and Mile. Masson, a young 
laay° employed in the offices of the 
Aero Club. . 

The light east wind veered, and the 


: balloon was driven in a northwesterly 


direction at the rate of about 40 miles 
an ‘hour. At 3 o'clock in the afternoon 
it w 6,.COO feet above Contantes, in 
the Manche, the channel being then 
The balloonists 
thereupon decided to descend, but they

walls, Which rendered a landing very 
difficult.

Seised with Terror. 


At this crisis Mlle. Masson was seized 
with wild terror,and her two compan- 
ions had the greatest difficulty in pre- 
venting her from throwing herself into 


= the sea. 


“The situation hed become desperate. 
The car, buffeted by the waves, soon 
filled with water, and it was evident 
that the balloon, with its human 
freight, might disappear at any mo- 
ment. Far and wide not a boat was 
to be seen, and as it was Palm Sunday, 
all the fishermen were in the village. 

For nugarly anhour hhetwo men 
struggled with the elements, Laving at 
the same time to keep constant watch 
over Mile. Masson, who made frequent 
attempts to elude their grasp and throw 
herself into the sea. 

At last a boat was seen to leave the 
shore and make towards them; three 
fishermen had fortunately caught sight 
of the balloon and of the three aero- 
nauts clinging to its ropes. They rowed 
up with all their might, but it was 
impossible for them to draw close with- 
out being themselves swamped, as the 
balloon was -every moment being 


Caught up by the wind, only to drop 
\,heavily on the water a few yards fur- 


ther away. The only chance of safety 
for the @eronauts was to attempt to 
reach the boat by swimming. 

Loosed Her Hold and Disappeared. 

M. Watteaux, an excellent swimmer, 
said he would take care of Mile. Mas- 
eon, and telling her to keep her arms 
around his néck, he dropped into the 
6ea and began to swim towards the 
boat. After swimming a few strokes, 
however, a huge wave threw him back- 
wards, and before he could recover, 
Mile. Masson had relaxed her hold and 
disappeared. : 

M. “Watteaux dived. several. times but 
was unable to recover her,and feeling 
hig etrength almost spent, he struck 
out for the boat, which M. Passion had 
Only just managed to reach. , 

The two survivors were taken ashore 
ta.Grovilie, and, after a period of rest, 
were able to retufn to Paris. 

The body of Mile. Masson, who was 
to have been married in a few days, 
Was washed a sihore in the middle of 
the night.

“The native African races do not need 
an extraneous religion. They are all 
religious naturally. Every African is a 
born pantheist and a fatalist. Im- 
ported Christianity cannot eradicate 
these native characteristics. 

“Personally, I am a great admirer of 
the natives, both men and women. I 
think that when they become fully 
will at- 
tempt to throw off the yoke which binds 
them to toil. Much of thelr discontent 
—and even crime—arise from the man- 
ner in which they are compelled to 
work for the whites. 

“I cannot say that I ever antictpate 
a urniteq African race. There are too 
many tribal jealousies for them to 
amalgamate, and, besides, the white 
exploiters have penétrated too far into 
the country and divided it up too thor- 
oughly for the blacks to form any ef- 
fective combination against them. Bat, 
what I do look forward to is the com- 
ing of the day when the whites will 
Pay sO0me attention to the study of the 
real psychology and feelings of these 
native races. When the whites learn 
that the blacks are real human beings, 
endowed with many of the finest sensi- 
bilities, there will come about a com- 
plete revolution in their treatment. In- 
stead of being exploited they will be 
taken into partnership. Their native 
wants and desires, and their native 
ways of looking at things will be con- 
sidered, It is Only by these methods 
that the whites can ever hope to attain 
to any permanent results in the coun- 
try.” 

Mrs. French Sheldon has made two 
extensive expeditions to the Congo, and 
has been three times around the world. 
She knows whereof she speaks, and her 
reports to various governments—Ameri- 
can, British, French and Belgium—on 
matters connected with the Congo are 
regarded as authoritative works on the 
subject with which she deals.

econ Poor Troubles. 

Korea has been ravaged by Japan and 
Chinia, again and again. The Japanese 
came here as far back as A. D. 200 and 
under the Empress Jingo conquered the 
country. About 100 years after Colum- 
. bus discovered America they again over- 
rah it under their “Monkey-faced Gen- 
eral” Hideyoshi, who had taken an 
army across the strait, intending to 
proceed onward ta the conquest of Chi- 
na. fT am not sure during which in- 
vasien it was that the Koreans took 
the skins of the Japanese and 
them for drumheads: and the Japanese, 
in turn, carried back home with them 
eeveral hundred thousand human ears, 
which they buried near one of their 
temples in the citv of Kyoto. During 
both invasions, however, Korea suffered 
greatly. as she did also in her troubies 
with Crina. 

The Chinese practically controlied 
Korea up to the war with Japan, and 
that war was brought about over dis- 
putes as to the rights of the Japanese 
here. I was in the country when the 
‘War broke out, and the King of Korea 
was then sending tribute to Peking. 
Yuan-fhih-Kai, who was consul general 
from China to Korea, was then practi- 
cally -the dictator of this country’s for- 
eign policy, and he had:a way of riding 
with his retinue through the main gate 
of the palace which etiquette and cus- 
tom prescribe for his majesty alone. 

After. the.war, the Japanese took the 
lead and began to bulldoze Korea. At 
._ the same time, Russia drew nearer and 
nearer the bone, and began to chew 
round the edges. She was planning 
the taking possession of certain islands 
when the Japanese declared war upon 
her, and the result was the great fight 
in Manchuria, which has now thrown 
Korea into the paws of Japan. 

Will Japan Eat Koreat 

The live question before the world 
today is whether the great Japanese 
dog will eat this fat and juicy Korea. I 
have come here to fing out, and in these 
letters I hope to tell you of just what 
the morsel consists and all I can learn 
as to its prospective mastication. Dur- 
ing the past few months I have been 
tsaveling in Japan, and, if hunger is 
any index, there is no question but that 
Korea will eventually rest in the Jap- 
anese stomach. Just now the govern- 
ment is acting somewhat on the hu- 
manitarian plan whicn we jiave adopt- 
ed as to the Philippine Islands. This 
was originated by Prince Ito, and, as 
far as he and his assistants can go. it 
ie being carried out in good faith. The 
situation, however, ts such that it is 
doubtful whether this can be sts con- 
continued. 

Let me give you one phase pee itina 
nutshell. Japan now has 50,000,000 of 
the most industrious, most aggressive 
and most entertaining souls upon 
earth, and to these she is adding 500.- 
000 more in births every year. All 
these are confined to a country about 
the size of California, a country so 
mountainous that.its good farming 
‘tand, is Only 12,000,000 acres.

anese are emigrating in great numbers 
and gradually taking possession 
this territory which they have gotten ;

There are already, outside the officials 
and army, 150,000 of them on _ the 
ground, and they are rapidly changing 
the face of the country. They have 
their settlements in all the large cen- 
ters. I found Fusan e new city when 
[ landed there a few weeks ago. In- 
stead of mud huts, thatched with | 
straw. running along dirty alleys, cov- 

ered with filth, a new Japanese city 

had arisen. Wide streets, as clean as 
a Dutch kitchen floor, crossed ong an- 

other at right angles, running far up 
the hills. There were many two-story 

buildings, and shops with all kindg of 
goods. I rode several miles through 

business streets of one kind and an- 

other, passed several schools and a big 
city building, and finally stopped at a 
three-story structure which proved to 
be a commercial museum, containing 
every variety of goods, both Japanese 
and Korean. There were samples of 
Korean cotton and Korean silk, and 
mans sug@estiong to the natives as to 
how they might develop their country. 

At Taiku, a city of 50,000, a hundred 
miles further north, there is another 
large Japanese settiement, and Japa- 
nese cities have sprung up at Pyeng- 
yang and Gensan. Pyengyang is the 
biggest town between Seoul and the 
Yalu. Previous to the Japan-China 
war it contained 80,000 people, and it is 
now the third largest city in the em- 
pire. It lies on the right bank of the 
Taidong river, some distdnce inland: 
from the gea, and its situation is such 
that some think it will eventually be 
the biggest town in Korea. It has al- 
ready in the neighborhood of 10,000 
Japanese settlers, and a section devoted 
to them hag been laid out near the sta- 
tion and is fast building up. Public 
buildings have been erected. The Dai- 
Ichif Ginko has erected a new bank 
building close to the gate and the set- 
tlement has a city hall, a clubhouse, a 
theater and a government hospital. 
Schools for both Japanese and Koreans 
are going up and the dry bones of the 
natives are beginning to shake at the 
changes. 

Theres are now between 5,000 and !0 - 
000 Japanese at Gensan on the west 
coast, and there are 20,000 or more here 
at Seoul, with another large settlement 
at Chemulpo, on the Yellow sea, twen- 
ty-six miles awey. More than 30,000 
immigrants came in last year and the 
prospects are for a steady increase 
from now on. Thig is especially so 
from the fact that a big colonization 
company, backed by the government, 
has been formed in Japan. This has a 
capital of $5,000,000, and it will exploit 
the crown lands which were taken 
charge of under certain conditions by 
the Japanese after the abdication of 
the old emperor now almost two years 
ago.

A Look at Korea. 

But first let me give you a bird's-eye 
view of Korea. The peninsula is of 
about the same shape as Florida, and 
its area, a]l told, is about that of Kan- 
sas. It ig as long from north to south 
as from New York to Cleveland and in 
some places as wide as from Washing- 
ton to Philadelphia. The country lies 
just opposite, our eastern state on the 
other side of the globe. [If I could bore 
a hole right through the earth from, 
where I now am and had the right sort 
of a glass, I might see the American

A Land of Mountains. 

Korea, like Japan, is a land of moun- 
tains, but the mountains are less steep 
ang there are more broad, open valleys. 
Theré is a range which runs north and 
south from Manchuria to the Strait of 
Korea, with spurs branching off here 
and there. The range is not lofty. There 
are but few peaks a mile above the sea, 
and the highest of them all is only 
This is Mount Paik-to-San, 
an extinct volcano, whose crater is 
filled with water, forming a beautiful 
lake of unknown depth. The average 
hills are below the altitude of the Blue 
Ridge in, Virginia, and some slope off 
into plains. 

All of these mountains were at one 
time well wooded. There were forests 
from one end of the peninsula to tne 
other, and the farms ran up the sides of 
the hills. Today in the central and 
lower parts of Korea the tops of the 
ridges are as bare as the desert of 
Sahara, and there is only a thin growth 
of pines on the sides. This is so all 
the way from Fusan to Seoul. Right 
here at the capital, which lies in a 
basin surrounded by mountains, the most 
of the hills are as base as the Rockies, 
and the city has been washed down into 
the valleys. Trees will grow easily, but 
the people skin the mountains year after 
year of every bit of vegetation in order 
that it may be used for fuel. First they 
cut down the trees. Later they chop 
away the sprouts and voung growth and 
finally pull up the grass until the coun- 
try looks as though it had been plowed 
over. 

How Korea Keeps Warm. 

At this writing the streets of Seoul are 
filled with bullocks, ponies and men 
loaded with fuel which they have 
brough into the city for sale. Porters 
go along with cartioads of evergreen 
branches fastened to the jiggy, a sort 
of framework which they wear upon 
their backs. Bullocks by scores are en- 
tirely covered with bundles of similar 
fuel. A single animal will carry al- 
most one thousand pounds, or as much 
as one horse could haul in a cart in our 
country. Indeed, the load is so large 
that you could not put it into an Ameri- 
can cart. It rises 6 or 8 feet above.the 
back of the bullock, and hangs down on 
the sides almost to his feet, so that 
one sees little more than his head. tall 
and hoofs as he goes along the road.

The chief form of heating here is bv 
flues which run under the floor, and 
straw twigs and pine branches are ex- 
cellent for this purpose.

They wilh plant trees as 
fast as possible upon the available 
hills, thus conserving the ralrifal!l and 
greativ increasing the land susceptible 
to cultivation... They have already 
planted model forestsinthe vicinity of 
Seoul, Pyengyangw and Taiku, and as 
soon as the nurseries are in good 
Shape, will extend the program to 
other parts of the country. 

The Farms of Korea, 

Today most of the farms of Korea are 
confined to the valleys. The area being 
cultivated ia just about half that 
which is tilled in Japan, and if it were 
as intensively farmed it would be feed- 
ing 25,000,000 people instead of less 
than !5,000,000, as now. I am told that 
the soil here i@ naturally much better 
than that of Japan, but I doubt if the 
product is one-fourth as large. The 
farmers fertilize but little and they 
know nothiwg of artificia) manures. 
During a recent trip over the country 
fF saw men carrying manure from the 
Villages to the fields on their backs, 
and farther on bullocks were used for 
the purpose, the stuff being loaded into 
baskets of straw rope which hung 
down on each side of the animal. 

Everywhere the methods of cultiva- 
tion were crude. The plows were little 
more than forked sticks shod with 
iron. They are one-handed affairs. 
drawn by bullocks, reminding one of 
the plows of the Scriptures. Much of 
the country is hoed over by men and 
women. The clods are broken up with 
mallets, which the people swing back 
and forth as they walk through the 
furrows, There is no machinery of 
any kind. The grain is all sowed by 
hand, It is thrashed with figils and 
winnowed in the_wind, the grain and 
chaff being thrown high into the afr. 

The contrast between the country 
scenes of Japan and Korea is striking. 
Everything in the former country shines 
with thrift. There is not a weed in the 
fields, the houses are neat and well 
built and the people clean and e =rosy 
from the hot baths they take every day. 
All farming here is done in the most 
slovenly way. The methods of taxa- 
tion and squeezing have been such as to 
leave but little incentive to work, and 
the bulk of the profits have gone to 
the officials. The farm houses are mean. 
They are squalid huts of mud and stone 
with roofs of straw thatch tied on with 
strings. They are collected together in 
little villages which often nestle on the 
sides of the hills. There are no trees 
Or gardens about them. Byvery home is 
Surrounded by a mud wall high enough 
to keep the men on the astreetae from 
looking in at the girls. 

The streets are winding alleys, where 
the garbage of the houses is thrown out 
to ret in the sun. Sometimes ditches 
run along the sides of the streets serv- 
ing as eewers, and the houses have no 
Sanitary arrangements whatever. The 
conditions are #0 bad that typhoid, 
cholera and disentery are of frequent 
appearance and smallpox is almost unl- 
versa). Nearly every other face one 
sees is more or less pock-marked, and 
parents, I am told, do not count their 
children as permanent possibilities until 
after they have had that disease. These 
are some of the conditions of this 
couritry which Japan is trying to make 
over, 

A @and Without Roads, 

As to other things, Korea in many re- 
specta is woree off than the Philippines. 
There are practically no roads. The only 
ways from place to place are by bridle 
pathe with fords across the etreamis. 
Now and then one finds a rude bridge 
two or three feet wide, propped up on 
poles, and again he has to make his 
Way over such atreadlity by stepping 
stones or be carried ac on the backs 
of men.

BOYD DEFENDS HEAD. 


Says Man Attacked at Grifhn 
Is Splendid Citizen. 


Griffin, Ga., May 1.—(Special.)—Hon 
Joseph D. Boyd, has issued the fol- 
lowing statement with reference to the 
stabbing affair here on Wednesday: 


Editor Constitution: In justice to one of 
the best citizens of Griffin. I ask that you 
publish, in a. prominent place in your paper, 
the following statement about the stabbing of 
Mr. P. B. Head last Wednesday: 

Mr. Venslove, the man who did the stab- 
bing. was, until recently, a traveling tailor, 
while Mr. Head has been a resident of this 
section all of his life, and is a member of 
one of the most prominent families in Geor- 
gia. Mr. Venslove was carried immediately 
to Atlanta for. safekeeping and up to this 
time the newspapers have had interviews 
with him exclusively in the jail there. The 
truth of the matter is somewhat different 
from these statements. 

On Wednesday Mr. Vensilove took the streets 
of Griffin and made many reckless, untrue 
and malicious accusations against his wife, 
from whom he had just been separated. Col- 
enel T. KE. Patterson, who represents Mrs. 
Venslove, states that he had investigated al! 
these malicious charges and found that every 
one of them was originated by Mr. Ver§- 
luve himeelf. The real trouble between this 
couple was money matters. Vensiove is a 
German Jew and his wife a gentile. When 
Mr. Head heard of the reckless, hurtful, un- 
true and damaging statements of Mr. Vens- 
love, made generally on the streets, about not 
only him, but several ther prominent and 
well-known citizens, he was naturally in- 
ignant and angry. He telephoned Mr. Vens- 
love that he wanted to see him, but coulda 
not get him to come to his place of busi- 
ness. He then went down to his tallor shop 
and demanded a statement of retraction. 
Who ever heard of a guilty man seeking out 
an outraged husband. This fact alone proved 
the entire innocence of Mr. Head of the ma- 
liclous charges made by this tailor for finan- 
cial reasons. In the fight that followed Mr. 
Head was unarmed,. did not attempt ‘‘to put 
his hand behind him,’’ but was repeatedly 
stabbed by Venslove, who ts a much heavier 
and stouter man, reported to have been in the 
German army. When Mr. Head returned to 
his drug store he was undressed by Dr. J. T. 
Nunnally, the city physician of Griffin, in 
my presence and no weapon of any sort or 
character was found on his person. Every 
one in Griffin who knows Mr. Head puts no 
reliance on the statement made by MF. Vens- 
love. He has acted like a crazy man since 
his wife gucceeded in getting her money out 
of his tailoring business. 

I make thi#e statement unknown to Mr. 
Head, who is too ill to make a public state- 
ment, because I know the facts and was un- 
willing that he should longer rest under the 
unjust accusationg of Mr. Venslove.

Dunnaway holding that Stribbling had 
unwarrantedly interfered with their 
business affairs. 

Shot Young Boy. 

When Stribbling passed the home of 
Dunnaway late Friday afternoon in his 
buggy he was accosted by (Paul and 
Henry Dunnaway, aged !7 and 16 re- 
spectively: Hot words are said to have 
ensued, foll6wing which there was a 
hand-to-hand encounter between the 
three parties. Stribbling whipped out 
his pistol and in the struggle which 
followed he shot four times, one shot 
taking effect In Paul Dunnaway’s side, 
producing instant death. Young Henry 
Dunnaway was beat into insensibi'ity 
by Stribbling with the butt of his pis- 
tol, it is alleged. Stribbling is a man 
with a family, about 37 years old and 
one of the prominent farmer-merchants 
of Wilkes county. He claims self-de- 
fense as justification for his deed and 
voluntarily surrendered himself to 
Sheriff Beebee this afternoon. 

Both families are prominently  con- 
nected in Wilkes county and the trag- 
edy is greatiy deplored. Animosity of 
several years’ standing is said to be 
back of Friday's difficulty.

“The wind fanned the flames and 
drove them from house to house in Our 
direction. It was clear that the large 
school, a building of brick and wood, 
was in danger. We spent the morning 
in ripping off projecting woodwork and 
porch posts. It soon became evident that 
direct efforts to. put out the flames must 
be undertaken.’ Up to that time -no one 
had dared to go on the streets, because 
Moslem pillagers, arm. 
ed and in desperate mood, were looting 
the houses opposite the buildings on fire. 

No Effort to Stop Rioting. 

“All this time there had been no sign 
of any effort on the part of the govern- 
ment authorities to stop the rioting, pil- 
laging and burning. 

“When I first climbed to tHe roofs 
near the flames, armed Moslems appear- 
ed on three sides within close range. 
When they understood that 1 was not 
firing upon them, but had come to work 
against the flames, they lowered their 
rifles and assured me I might go on un- 
molested. Then three.Turks appeared 
at the windows Of a house just across 
the street and after assuring me of my 
safety, dropped back again to their work 
of plunder, Back of that house, in a 
protected position, was a turbaned Mos- 
lem covering these loiterers with his 
rife and firing. frequently to protéct 
them. 

“In the meanwhile Mr. Maurer, who 
had been carrying water in pails from 
the yard of the girls’ school, came up 
to me and made use of a crowbar in 
throwing down a wall, one side of which 
was burning fiercely.

BREEDING PLACES OF APACHES 
TO BE DEMOLISHED BY FRANCE 


Paris, May 1.—Before next sum- 
mor rolls around, the demolition of the 
fameus fortifications of Paris will 
have begun. For ten years the govern- 
ment has been talking of such an ac- 
tion, and now it has been definitely de- 
cided upon. 

The fortifications are interesting be- 
cause of the curious race of people 
which inhabits them, made up of a con- 
gliomerate of Apaches and honest citi- 
gens, and known under the general 
name of “‘fortifs.” It is estimated that 
they number something like ten thou- 
sand, and they are a people apam from 
the Parisians and the provincial French 
aqiike. Of late years, the native French 
have been joined by the riff-raff of 
Spain, ltaly and other European coun- 
tries, who, however, remain no longer 
Rhan is neceszary to make what is, in 
their opinion, a tidy fortune, and there- 
upon to retire to their native countries. 

Wihether you leave Paris by the north, 
south, east or west, you aré bound to 
pass through this strange land, for it 
encircles Paris, abutting on the great 
mcat whieh was part of the old-time 
defenses of the city. It is a quarter of 
a mile wide, and its length might be 
said to be indefinite, for it is a complete 
circle. On Saturdays and Sundays its 
population is enormously increased by 
the influx of small families with a few 
sous and a cold lunch, on holiday bent. 
It boasts of dnything but a monoton- 
ous landscape, and there !s something 
for all tastes. At the Porte du Pantin, 
one of the gates of Paris, for instance, 
there is a miniature Alps, and there a 
fine view of Paris, glittering in the 
midday sun, can be obtained. Behind 
the seventeenth arrondissement, the 
hernbage is so rich and green as to re- 
mind one of Normandy. Near Léevallois, 
the country resembles the Basque prov- 
inces, and goats from that part of 
France, watched over by their red-cap- 
ped, sun-burnt herders, come from Hen- 
daye by Bordeaux and La Touraine, 
and graze their beasts on the Juxuriant 
banks. High up the canal St. Denis, 
at its entry into the town, reminds one 
of Holland, with its barges and. towers. 

The fortifications are first and fore- 
most an asylum. and hiding-place for 
the undesirable and criminal of Paris. 
No less than three thousand of the 
Apache tribe live there, and the police 
of Paris leave him practically undis- 
turbed, so long.as he remains there and 
does not enter the gates of the oity. 
Even the boys develop a criminel in- 
stinct,-and it is a common occurrence 
for little urchins of tén years of age, 
greedy of publicity, to Indulge in sav- 
age, and sometimes fatal knife play.

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WINTRY WEATHER 
STRENGTHENED WHEAT 


Market Closed at Net Gaims of 
One-Quarter to 2 Cents. 
Corn Firm, 


Chicago, May !.—Wintry weather tn 
the west and northwest was the chief 
reason for a further advance in wheat 
prices today. The market closed at net 
gains of |-4 to | 7-8@2c, compared with 
yesterday's final quotations. Corn, oats 
and provisions also closed firm. 

Wheat exhibited greater strength early 
in the session, ‘the market losing much 
of its buoyancy during the last half of 
the day, owing to profit-taking, based, 
to some extent, on official prediction of 
slowly rising temperatures in the spring 
wheat country. At the start, prices 
were !-4 to | i-4c higher than the pre- 
vious close, the May delivery showing 
the greatest strength, despite deliveries 
of 2,100,000 bushels of cash grain. Open- 
ing quotations on May were at $1.24 1-2 
to $1.24 3-4, and on July $!.! 5-8 to 
$!.12 3-8. During the first half hour, 
May advanced to $1.25 3-4 and July to 
$1.12 3-4. Reports from the northwest 
indicated heavy snowfalls over a large 
section, with a blizzard raging in the 
Dakotas, but the weather bureau fore- 
cast was for more springlike weather 
tomorrow.,. This official forecast brought 
out sufficient selling late in the session 
to cause an easier feeling. The desire 
of many traders to even up operations 
over Sunday also exerted a. depressing 
effect. July at the low point sold at 
Si.41 3-8. The market however, fre- 
acted from the bottom and closed firm 
with May at $1.25 3-4 and July at $!./2. 

Unfavorable weather for farm work 
and the total absence of any, deliveries 
on May contracts caused a sharp ad- 
vance in corn prices, but part of the 
gain was lost late in the day on profit- 
taking. At the close prices were /)-4 
to 5-8c higher than yesterday's final quo- 
tations, May being at 7! 1!-8c and July 
at 68 5-8c. 

Oats were decidedly strong early in 
the day, owing to the unfavorable weatn- 
er conditions, but reacted somewhat 
later in the session’ in sympathy with 
Other grain.

PLANNING A CITY'S FUTURE| 


American Towns Are Beginning to Look ‘Ahead ‘and ‘Lay 
Out Parks and' Boulevards and Beautify Waterways. . 


(Exclusive Service’ The Survey Press

Definitely to plan a city’s future 
growth, instead of letting it develop as 
the whim of the individual real estate 
owner, and chance, direct, is something 
relatively new. But it is such a com- 
mon sense procedure, that cities .and 
towns everywhere are taking it up, not 
in the United States alone, but in Eng- 
land and Germany and’France. In this 
country something like ‘ifty cities have 
now had experts plan their 
growth, and dozens more are agitating 
thé subject; in England and Germany 
it has been made a national! affair, reg- 
ulated by the national laws, in recog- 
nition of its exceeding importance to the 
welfare of the state.

AMERICAN HOSPITAL IN PARIS 
TO BE OPENED THIS SUMMER 


Paris, May !.—Thanks to the large- 
hearted and energetic support of prom- 
inent Americans residing here, most of 
them for the purposes of business or 
their professional duties, a want that 
has long been keenly felt by all cond!- 
tions of the American colony in Paris 
is on the eve of being supplied. I refer 
to the American hospital, in the suburb 
of Neuilly, already in such = an ad- 
vanced state of preparation, that it will 
be possible to open it at the peginning 
of this summer. 

It. will. at first sight, appear strange 
that a British hogpital should have 
been in existence.@ere for nearly forty 


vears. and vet that Amer*cans should 
have been so long without the benefits 
of a similar institution for their im- 
portant colony. The British hospital, 
however, owed its origin to a chain of 
fortunate circumstances. During the 
siewe, that great philanthropist, Sir 
Riehard Wallace, opened two wards for 
he reception of the sick British suf- 
ferers, and it- was this initiative which 
finally developed in his mind the pro- 
ject of a permanent hospital, built and 
endowed at his own expensé; wheréas. 
it is practically only of late years tiat 
American interests in Paris have de- 
veloped sufficiently to create a press- 
ing need of such an institution. 

Once the project was definitely de-id- 
ed upon, it was quickly carried through 
with the support of men like 
Messrs. J. Pierpont Morgan, John H. 
Hiarjes, H. H. Harjes, W. 8S. Delliba and 
John J. dioff. <A fine property was pur- 
chased in the rue Chauveau, skirting 
the boulevard du Chateau, at Neuilly, 
two villas, which already existed. being 
joined together by a solid red brick 
structure, the whole forming an impos- 
mg building, which will rival, im the 


t<- 
active 


up-to-date ingenuity and completeness 
of its equipments, any similar. institu- 
tion here or elsewhere. The hospital is 
designed to meet the needs of all classes 
in the American colony, students, art- 
ists, business and professional men. 

By selecting a site in the quiet suburb 
of Neuilly, the promoters have mini- 
mized the dangers and annoyance of 
dust, smoke and noise. As a further 
precaution against noise the floors are 
laid with a cement-like preparation, 
called prismalithe, which also keeps out 
cold. Extreme care has been taken to 
prevent the accumulation of dust and 
microbes by the avoidance of sharp cor- 
ners and angles, and by using smooth, 
fiat surfaces for the walls. Even the 
door panels thhave had thelr corners 
smoothed and rounded. 

Mr. Charley Knight, the Franco- 
American architect, has devoted much 
attention to the question of ventilation. 
In addition to the hot water system 
with its radiators, there is a grate in 
each room. Outside each of the wards 
is a soiled linen chute in direct. con- 
nection with the basement and fitted 
with a special ventijating apparatus 
above. All the heating and Lighting ap- 
paratus is hddden from sight within the 
walls. I noticed an ingenious contriv- 
ance for closing and opening the shut- 
ters from within, dispensing with the 
tedious and disagreeable operation of 
opening the. windows in order to get at 
the shutters. 

Another interesting feature is the 
Care taken to keep dust from entering 
the operating room. Here, for instance, 
there is no. radiator, the’ heat: being 
communteated by a brass tank fitted 
into one of the. walls, the tank itself 
being, of course, in coOnneation, with the 
heating apparatus below, the plan -of 
which, by the way, is double. More- 
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over, the lower half of.the walls in the 
marble. 

The ‘hospital throughout is lighted by 
operating: room are of polished white 
electricity. Here again forethought is 
in evidence. In order to guard against 
any interruption in the supply, such 
as might. be caused by a sudden str-ke 
of the. electricians—an eventuality 
which has occurred there twice of late— 
Or any other unforeseen accident, spe- 
clal storege batteries, have been set up, 
ready for action the moment a button 
is pressed. | 

The American hospital is proudest of 
its sun terraces on the roof of the 
bullding. These are really fine open

A Work of Fifteen Years. 

The state museum is a concrete ex- 
pression of fifteen years of scientific 
labor and expert Knowledge on the 
part of the members of the state 
geological department, and the depart- 
ment of entomology. It has a rare 
.value, both from an economic point of 
view in displaying the resources .of 
Georgia, and from the standpoint of 
education and pure knowledge; “it is 
worth, undoubtedly, many times over, 
the money that has been invested in it. 

This museum contains a very com- 
plete collection of Georgia minerals, a 
collection of commercial minerals and 
ores, a magnificent exhibit of building 
stones, a paleontological colléction, an 
educational series of rocks, an ento- 
mological exhibit of practical value to 
the farmer and fruit grower, an ex- 
hibit of Georgia woods bdth finished 
and unfinished, an exhibit of fruits 
and grains and a small collection of 
Indian and war relics. 

The entire display is pecullarly Geor- 
gian, and represents wholly Georgia 
products and resources, and concerns 
directly Georgia interests. 

Has Taken Many Medals. 

The idea of the state museum was 
conceived and the work of collecting 
it begun just before the Atlanta ex- 
position in 1895, or about fifteen years 
ago. Provision was made for a state 
exhibit .at that eéxposition, with the 
condition that ownership should re- 
main in the state, and the permanent 
features of it to be retained as a state 
Museum. Similar conditions have been 
wade with regard to appropriations 
mate for state exhibits at the exposi- 
tions “eld at Nashville, Omaha, Buffalo, 
Charles on, St. Louis and Jamestown 
an the present state museum is a 
co ination of the permanent features 
of these var.ous Georgia exhibits at 
the expositions named. 

At these expositions the Georgia ex- 
hibits have taken many gold, silver 
and bronze medals, all of whith are 
on exhibition. The museum is known 
not only over thiS country, but in Eu- 
rope, and not a few visitors to this 
country from across the water have 
pone to the state capitol to see it. 

Still, it is by no means regarded as 
complete, and improvements and ad- 
ditions are continually being made. 

The cases in which many of the ar- 
ticles are displayed are made of 
mahogany and are modelled after’ those 
of the national museum in Washington. 
They were selected for their durability | 
and service in displaying specimens. 
They are, moreover, caretully and .sys- 
tematically. arranged; thé€re is nothing 
of confusion -or any haphazard work 
about it, such as is often found in 
some of the largest museums of the 
country.

Georgia's colléction of building stones 
received highest commendation at 
St. Louis and Jamestown expositions. 
It is recognized as one of the best and 
most complete collections of ~building

The marbles—the dark-streaked creole, 
the pink Etowah, the lighter Kennesaw, 
and the white Cherokee—are arranged 
in large polfSshed siabs mounted on the 
walls. beside which .there are 
Corinthian columns, pedestals and urns.

AS UNCONSTITUTIONAL 


That Plea Set Up by the Corn 
ucts Company of 
Chicago. 
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Cincinnati, Ohio, May 1.—The Corn 
Products Company of Chicago attacks 
the constitutionality of the pure food 
law in an answer filed today in the 
United States district court to the al- 
le ations of United States District At- 
toraey McPherson, who, a few days 
ago, caused the United States marshal 
to seize forty-six packages and bags 
of sugar manufactured by the Corn 
Froducts Company, and found on the 
premises of the Gerke Brewing Com- 
pany, in this city. 

The government alleges that the su- 
@ar was labeled “Pure sugar,’ where- 
as it was adulterated. The seizure 
was made under the pure food and 
drugs act. 

The Corn Products Company admits 
the label, but denies the sugar was 
adulterated. As a defense, the com- 
pany deciares the seizure was illegal

These gangs, moving from settie- 
ment to settlement, and working from 
road to road, have a demoralizing .ten- 
dency, especially upon young ‘people. 
These gangs invite famillarity, which 
seems to destroy the horrors that were 
before attached. There is not a word 
to say against the management of the 
svstem for proper deportment, but its 
contact does away with the odium of 
crime. Small children get familiar 
about the camps, listen to the convicts’ 
weird songs, watch them dance etc., 
till there is never the same horror at 
the erimes. At a certain chur h, not 
so very long ago, the good church peo- 
ple fell upon the plan of ralsing reve- 
nue by having the girls beg from per- 
son to person through the large con- 
gregation gathered for the special oc- 
casion. The prettiest little giri of all, 
was so persistent in her begging, till 
an old fellow told her she was devel- 
oping too much ‘“cheek,” and that a 
superabundance ‘of+ ‘cheek” was the 
first step toward crime. 

The girl quickly réplied 
was not so bad as many people 
thougnt, “for.” said she, ‘“‘the chain- 
gang has been camping and working 
elose to our house, and they are not 
half so bad as I once thought them.” 

Of course. there is no danger of our 
little girls becoming contaminated by 
this contact, but there is danger in 
Our little bevs bejng hurt by such con- 
tact—especially negro boys. 

And it may be that contact with 
these things softens a community's 
ideas of crtme and criminal. and in 
this connection I will recite just what 
did occur ata camp near-by, and 
which can be verified by many good 
people. as having the effect of turn- 
ing pity into a. frenzy that caused 
crime to lose all its odium. This was 
a case of a slender lad where the man- 
ager of the gang discovered at once 
that the boy was too weak to perform 
hard work, and so put him to supply- 
ing water from a spring near-by. 
Soon after the boy was put at this 
work, a frail old woman made her-ap- 
pearance in the neighborhood. You 
would have known by the favor the 
sallow cheeKs and tottering form, that 
this Ad woman was the mother of the 
boy criminal. So it was. She was a 
poor widow, and this slender” speci- 
men of humanity was her only child. 
Day.after day she made her appear- 
pearance at the spring,’ and every trip 
that the boy made there he was met 
by the mother, who dipped the water 
and carried it clear up the tiresome 
hill to within sight of the gang. She 
performed this work, day after day, 
until it became the talk of the settle- 
ment. The schoo] children talked of it 
along the roads and at their homes, 
till pity grew for the mother; the 
crime lost its odium, and the boy was 
pardoned. 

So. the talk is now, that all the 
women of some streets in Atlanta are to 
be turned out of these streets and 
dumped, into the rural districts or inno- 
cent suburbs. This is eminently incor- 
rect. These -women are sailing under 
their own colors in the streets where 
they live, and to throw them out from 
there would force them to don false

Since the Auditorium, with its scope and its magnitude, is unprece- 
dented in the southern states, it is fitting that it should be made known to 
the south by an event epochal in its nature and significance. 

For the first time in the history of this section of the south, the lead- 
ing artists who represent stellar talent in the world of vocal music will 
appear upon the same concert stage. 

The initiative of Atlanta has been characteristically successful. The 
names of Zenatello, Scotti, Martin and Farrar, not to mention the long list 
of attractions on an approximate plane of excellence, are those with which 
New York, the metropolis of the continent, annually conjures the presence 
of hundreds: of thousands of music lovers. 

The same limpid and rolling and appealing and powerfully reverberating 
notes that float out from the stages of the Metropolitan’ and Manhattan 
opera houses, or that ring in the-critica] ears of music-enamored Europeans, 
will be heard in their sweet and compelling challenge by the vast audiences 
that will crowd Atlanta’s new auditorium. 

' Relatively few Atlantans or southerners can afford the ‘ourney to New 
York to hear these kings and queens in the world of song. Thousands num- 
bered only by the capacity of the big auditorium at the consecutive concerts 
will enjoy the privilege which would otherwise have been closed to them; 
the privilege of the subtlest and most exquisite intoxication known to hu- 
manity, of listening to voices scrupulously trained to giving mere sound a 
sentient existence and coloring, and formulating the emotions we all feel 
in common, but can never put into intelligent phrases. 

The average man or woman who has heard even one of these world-wide 
artists accounts it an epoch in his or her life. It is an experience to be 
treasured always in memory, to*be dimly conveyed to one’s children, enrich- 
ing life and giving it a new significance. 

Multiply this privilege many times, and the meaning of the Music Festival 


‘to the people of Atlanta and surrounding territory is moderately appre- 


ciated. 
While welcoming to Atlanta these artists whose lives consist in passing 


on the purest of pleasures to other people. The Constitution expresses the 
hope that they will return often to the community, and that their present 
visit, from the personal standpoint, will be laden with as many pleasurable 
memories as their coming promises to the people of this section of the south- 
ern states.

THE PUBL IC HEALTH. 
The address yesterday of Dr. W. A. Evans, health commissioner of the

city of Chicago, before the members of the city council, the charter revision 
commission, the bond commission and others, was a revelation which em- 
phasized and stressed the necessity and importance of immediate and radical 
aation on the part of Atlanta in improving the sanitary conditions in and 
around the city. 

Dr. Evans, the details of’ whose address will be found reported else 
where, evinced a remarkable familiarity with Atinta’s sanitary conditions, 
and pointed out methods of correction through well-known health prin- 
ciples. 

Chicago was, not sO many years ago, one of the most unhealthy cities 
in the world, because it was one of the most unsanitary. 

Today, as the result of the careful, persistent, systematic and scientific 
application of well-known sanitary principles, its health record is way up 
toward the top of the list. 

- Chicago has achieved this admirable result through nothing more nor 
less than work, for with known methods work is the chief, the essential 
element. 

Chicago has done what it has done, practically unaided by nature. At- 
lanta has natural advantages which réduce to a minimum the expense of 
scientific sanitation, while Chicago had to pay the price of that deficiency. 

Atlanta, therefore, can do what Chicago has done with far more facility 
and at far less expense. 

The science of health today is an exact science; what to do and how 
to do it are matters no longer of speculation and experiment, but of fixed, 
definite and common knowledge. 

Sanitary principles may be learned by primer; their application is but 
@ matter of vigilance and effort. 

It is a matter in which there {is no excuse for ignorance; in which con- 
tinued indifference and inattention soon approach criminal neglect. 

Whether in city or country, there {s no more important question con- 
fronting the nation today. 

It should be made the subject not only of community, but of individual | 
study and application. : 

The safeguarding and the protection of life and lealth mean more to 
the people than the tariff or any other legislation that may be enacted by 
state or nation. 

And the men who, like Dr. Evans, are devoting their lives, their energies 
and their talents to this great work, are doing vastly more for humanity and 
the nation than has been or can be done by those whose service is measured 
by political ability and ambition. 

No politician,, however lofty his aim, can get as close to the interests 
of the community and of each of its individual members as he whose mis- 
sion it is to place around them those safeguards which may prolong life for 
many years. 

No trumpet blare proclaims the achievements of the health scientist; he 
works quietly, but persistently and determinedly, and does things. 

Not only that, but he teaches others how to do for themsclves. 

His mission is one to and for humanity. 

There is no mystery or secret about his work; 
as well as achievement. 

It is a worl: which all should study and seek to familiarize themselves 
with. 

For in the knowledge and the application of it there is something real, 
something substantial to be gained. 

If the people, individually and as a whole, would think a little less about 
matters political and more about the protection of their health and that of 
their children, they would be vastly better off, regardless of what other con- 
ditions they may have to contend with. 
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NEW JERSEYS ATTACK UPON INEBRIETY. 


A statute recently passed by the legisitaure of New Jersey is coming 
in for a good deal of discussion and commendation from those of our think- 
ers who make a specialty of combatting the abuse of alcohol. | 

Concisely, the law provides that each community shall create a local | 
board of supervisors. It shall be the duty of these officials—and their ap- 
pointment presupposes adaptability to the work—to hear complaints from 
the families and friends of ‘“‘near-drunkards,’” and acting upon reliable tes- 
timony, to require saloon-keepers to refuse the sale of intoxicating beverages 
to such individuals. 

The plan is excellent, 
clusiveness. 

A provision somewhat similar to it has been in course of experiment in 
Georgia for some years, with results that are not wholly satisfactory. 

It is all very well to prohibit saloon-keepers, whether of the genuine or 
to sell intoxicating liquors to drinkers under the ban. 

But experience has proven that the interdiction is of little permanent 
benefit. Men addicted to the whisky habit encounter little difficulty in 
evading a law of this nature, even in prohibition territory.

Georgia has one division of naval re-, 
serves at Savannah, under Lievtenant 
Commander Raiford Falligant. It was! 
recently reorganized, and is considered | 
now in pretty good shape. The fact | 
that the Georgia reserves were to have 
no maneuvers this year has occasioned 
some little surprise. 

It came about through the refusal of 
the national navy department to pay 


for the subsistence of the men er 


on this duty. ; 

Adjutant General A. J, Scott had the | 
matter up with the department in) 
Washington, to which he stated the) 
Georgia reserves would gladly perform | 
the service, giving their time without | 
charge, provided the department would | 
pay the actual expenses of the men, | 
including subsistence. 

Since the naval militia performs this 
service solely ih the interest of *the | 
national government, it was thought 
only fair that the men should not be 
put to any personal expense. 

The department, however, replied that 
it had no funds with which to pay 
for suwbsistence, and if the Georgia 
reserves could not take the trip under 
the usual conditions, they would have 
to skip the- maneuvers this year. 

That ended the matter, and the Geor- 
gia reserves are out of it The depart- 
ment may become more liberal another 
year, and provide for payment of all 
actual expenses. In the meantime the 
Georgians will stay at home and take 
it out in drilling on their native heath.

Paper Sent to Charter'| 
Revision Committee. 


The New Charter Provides City 
Government for Atlanta 
Other Than That of Com- 
mission Plan — Report Ac: 
companies Proposed Charter 


The subcommittee of the charter re- 
vision committee, appointed to draw 
up a charter on a plan other than of the 
commission form of government, has 
made a report to the general committee 
anq submitted with it an ordinance for 
the new charter proposed. 

The report of the committee is given 
in full herewith. 

The charter makes a number of pro- 
visions which are intended as an im- 
provement on the present city charter. 

Under the charter the mayor must not 
be under thirty yearg of age, and must 
have lived in Atlanta at least ten years. 
His term ig to be for two years, his 
Salary $6,000, and he cannot succeed 
himself. He will have the power to 
appoint and remove the heads of all 
departments. There is a provision for 
a commissioner of public works, who 
wlil be next to the mayor in power, and 
he is to receive $5,000 a year. 

The general council is to consist of 
fifteen members, one from each of ten 
wards and five from the city at large. 
The compensation is to be $6 for each 
meeting attended. Meetings are to 
hold at least once every three months. 
The mayor pro tem., to be elected from 
among the councilmen is to receive a 
Salary of $3,000. The city clerk is to be 
elected by the council. The recorder is 
to be elected, and he can appoint his 
Own cook.

He is provided with a sort 
of cabinet, one of whom is elected di- 
rectly, and another indirectly, by the 
people, and two, with especial qualifi- 
cations, are &ppointed by the mayor— 
the five constituting the board of di- 
rectors. 

Your committee commends, with the 
greatest confidence, the provisions pro- 
viding for an entirely separate, distinct 
and independent department of account- 
ing. This is something comparatively 
new in municipal government, and your 
committee has faith to believe that as it 
g0es On it will prove a solvent for many 


ject, by reason of the fact that it will 
supply intelligent information for  pur- 
poses of study and comparison, and thus 
furnish criteria for official competency.

Extra Session to Be Set 
for Middle of July. 


Colonel Mallory Seems to Be 
Strongest of the Announced 
Candidates for Governor- 
ship—Strong Prohibitionist. 


Montgomery, Ala., May 1!.—(Special.)— 
Mallory talk has been the most promi- 
nent this week in. the offerings of the 
political dopesters, his declaration on 
prohibition to’ P. C. Ratliff, of Birming- 
ham, causing him to come out anew in 
favor not only of the new law, but the 
rigid enforcement of it.

CONFEDERATE FIGURE 
UNVEILED AT ROME 


Memorial day exercises in Rome were 
of unsual interest in the unveiling of a 
figure of a confederate soldier as the 
crowning finish to the confederate mon- 
ument itself, crowning Myrtle hiil in 
Rome’s beautiful cemetery and erected 
by the Ladies’ Memorial Association, 
April 26, 1866.

The international convention of railway 
telegraphers comes to Atlanta next week, 
May !0, being the opening day, 
for two weeks wire-workers who hold 
at the end of the index finger of their 
working hand the safety of trains carry- 
ing eVery day.thousands of lives, will 
have the keys to Atlanta. 

One year later the order of commercial 
telegraphers will meet in Atlanta in an- 
nual session. 

While carrying similar names, there is 
a wide difference between the two. The 
commercial telegraphers make that army 
of workers who are buried away in the 
Operating rooms of the Western Union, 
the ,»Postal, or some small independent 
cOmpany struggling for an existence. 
They never come in contact with the 
Public, with the people they serve. The 
other, the railway telegraphers are often 
hidden off in obscure towns, probably 
off the line of railway.
